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STATUS OF CERTAIN ENLISTED MEN. 

The Navy Department, in a communication to the 
Speaker of the House has expressed its approval of H.R. 
5892, which is intended to correct the status of certain 
enlisted men of the Navy and the Naval Reserve Force. 
After the signing of the armistice many members of the 
Fleet Naval Reserve who had been transferred there 
after sixteen to twenty years’ service in the Navy de- 
sired to re-enter the Navy and were advised by the de- 
partment that if they were discharged from the Reserve 
and re-enlisted in the Navy they would receive the same 
rate of pay they were receiving at the time of their 
original transfer to the Reserve. The Comptroller of the 
Treasury in a decision of May 19, 1919, held that men 
so transferred and who were subsequently discharged 
from the Reserve Force and re-enlisted in the Navy 
were entitled only to the rate of pay provided for the 
rating held by the men in the first enlistment. This re- 
sulted in men of this class having their pay reduced to 
the extent of the additional pay they were receiving for 
their prior service in the Navy, and to a checkage 
against their accounts of this yng pay received 
from the date of enlistment in the Navy to the date of 
the Comptroller's decision. His decision was reaffirmed 
in another decision of March 5, 1920, with the result 
that for the rest of the time these men may serve in the 
Navy they are deprived of rights which they had earned 
through prior service of sixteen to twenty years or more 
in the Regular Navy. In his decision of Nov. 6, 1919, 
the Comptroller held that former enlisted men of the 
Navy who were discharged therefrom to accept appoint- 
ments as commissioned or warrant officers in the Naval 
Reserve Force were, upon re-enlistment in the Navy, 
only entitled to the benefits of continuous service at the 
rate of $1.36 per month, plus ten per cent., and were 
not entitled to the benefits provided by Article 4427, N. 
R., 1913, authorizing increased pay at the rate of $5 for 
first enlistment and $3 for subsequent enlistments, for 
men who re-enlisted in the Navy following a prior en- 
listment terminated by expiration. 

In the act of July 11, 1919, it is provided that any 
enlisted man of the Navy or Marine Corps who is dis- 
charged to accept appointment as commissioned or war- 
rant officer in the N.R.F. or Marine Corps Reserve and 
who re-enlists in the Navy or Marine Corps after the 
termination of his Reserve service shall be entitled to 
credit for all active Reserve service, and if he re-enlists 
in the Navy or Marine Corps within four or three 
months, respectively, from the date of the termination 
of his service as an officer of the Reserve, he shall be 
restored to the grade or rank held by him before being 
discharged to accept such commission or warrant, and 
his service in the Regular Navy or Marine Corps, in 
cluding his active service in the N.R.F. or M.C.R. shall 
be regarded as continuous for purposes of continuous 
service pay. This provision was intended to restore to 
such men the right to additional pay they were receiv 
ing, “but as may be noted, in the Comptroller's de- 
cision,” the Navy Department observes in its communi- 
cation to the Speaker, “a very narrow construction was 
placed upon the words ‘for purposes of continuous ser 
vice pay.’” Transferred members of the F.N.R. trans- 
ferred thereto from the Navy after sixteen and twenty 
years’ service, accepted appointment as temporary offi 
cers in the Regular Navy after having received advice 
from the Navy Department that upon the termination of 
their temporary appointment they would revert to their 
status in the F.N.R. This information was incorrect, 
the Navy Department declares, and the members of the 
F.N.R. who accepted temporary appointments were, 
upon the revocation of temporary appointments, in the 
status of civilians. Upon re-enlisting in the Navy they 
were in the position of men first enlisting, and have lost 
all credit for prior service insofar as pay is concerned. 

The Lill to correct these conditions is in substance as 
follows: 

H.R, 5892, Mr. Butler.—That all men transferred from Regu- 
lar Navy to Fleet Naval Reserve who have heretofore re-enlisted 
or may hereafter re-enlist in Navy shall, from date of re 
enlistment, be credited with pay at rate they were receiving 
when on active duty in Navy as members of F.N.R. prior to 
date of re-enlistment in Navy, and shall be required to serve 
under their re-enlistment only such time as added to time 
served in enlistment in which serving when transferred to 
F.N.R. and time of active service in Navy while members of 
F.N.R. shall equal four years, when they shall be entitled to 
discharge by expiration of enlistment. 

Sec. 2. Any enlisted man of Navy or Marine Corps who has 

een discharged to enable him to be enro'led in Naval Reserve 
orce or Marine Corps Reserve as commissioned or warrant 
officer, and who has heretofore re-enlisted in Navy or who 
may hereafter re-enlist in Navy within four months from date 
of termination of his service as officer in N.R.F. or M.C.R., 
sha'l be restored to grade, rank or rating held by him at time 
of discharge from Navy to permit enrolment in N.R.F. or 
M.C.R., and he shall be entitled from date he has heretofore 
so reenlisted, or may hereafter re-enlist, to rate he was re 
ceiving at time of discharge from Navy to permit enrolment 
in N.R.F, and shall be required to serve under such re-entist 
ment only for such time as added to unexpired portion of en 
listment from which discharged and his active service in 
N.R.F. shall equal four years, when he shall be entitled to 
discharge by expiration of enlistment 

Sec s. Any member of Fleet Naval Reserve, transferred 
thereto after sixteen or twenty years’ service in Navy here- 
tofore discharged therefrom to accept appointment as temporary 
officer in Regular Navy, shall, upon revocation of appointment 
as temporary officer, be deemed to have reverted to former 
status in F.N.R., and shall be entitled to retainer pay at same 
rate he was receiving prior to discharge from F.N.R. from 
date he is herein deemed to have reverted to his former status 
therein: Provided, That re-enlistment in Navy following revoeca- 
tion of appointment as temporary officer shall not affect his 
status and he shall be entitled to receive pay authorized for 
members of F.N.R. when on active duty during period served 
under enlistment 

Sec. 4. Enlisted men of Navy discharged at expiration of 
en'istment and had completed sixteen or twenty years’ service 
at time of discharge, and thereafter enrolled in N.R.F. and 
assigned provisional rank as warrant or commissioned officers 
sha:l be deemed to have been transferred to Fleet Naval Reserve 
on date of discharge from Navy, and then to have been trans- 
ferred to the class of N.R.F. in which they were given pro 
visional assignment as warrant or commissioned officers: Pro- 
vided, That they shall be entitled to receive same pay, allow- 
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es and other benefits from and after date said transfer to

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CARELESS WEARING OF THE UNIFORM. 

A former officer now in Washington writes that “for 
the good of the Service” he would like to call attention to 
what he believes to be a growing carelessness in the 
wearing of the uniform. He has observed, he says, offi- 
cers of various ranks whose clothing was in need of 
cleaning and pressing, shoes unpolished, cap cocked on 
one side of the head, overcoat unbuttoned, hands in 

ckets, and other lapses from a neat appearance. He 
writes: “From three years’ observation in Washington, 
I have come to the conclusion that those officers who 
come from the Point take the most pains with their per- 
sonal appearance, from second lieutenants to general offi- 
cers. If there ever was a time when the world was 
watching Army officers, it is now, for there never was a 
time when the average civilian knew as much about the 
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profession of arms as he now does. If a ‘good front’ is 
necessary in the business world, why not in the Service? 
Certainly, every officer of the U.S. Army should be so 
proud to be so honored, that he would make it a point to 
be just as neat and tidy now as when he was a cadet or 
student in a training camp. As the war is over there is 
no reason for a laxness in the matter of the personal 
appearanee. Uniforms look better and wear longer when 
they are dry cleaned and pressed, say once a month; 
boots, shoes and puttees are easily cleaned with saddle 
soap which costs but a trifle. How ean the enlisted man 
be always up to the mark if he has a poor example be 
fore him? Certainly the first duty of an efficient officer 
is a ‘good front.’ ” 
CUTTING “DOWN THE ARMY 

Would Drop Those Who “Committed Matrimony.” 
To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The new administration has an excellent opportunity 
to raise the standard of enlisted men in the Army and 





to comply with the wishes of Congress and its appropri- 
ations by calling on organization commanders for a list 
of men whose services can be spared. During the rush 
of recruiting and the slump in prosperity in civil life 
the Army gathered up a great many men and had to 
waive some of the qualifications usually demanded of 
recruits. I have in my company a great many one-year 
privates who have committed matrimony without per- 
mission, without forethought. This post is near a large 
city and a great many girls have married these young 
soldicrs for the $30 they receive—fifteen from the sol- 
dier and fifteen from the Government. This was an 
emergency gratuity and should have been cut off as soon 
as the Army was demobilized. Now is an excellent op- 
portunity to grant these buck privates their discharge on 
account of their dependents, at the same time saving $15 
a month to the Government. 

If the Army were reduced by the application of this 
method and a method analogous to calling a board to 
pick out the men ill-adapted to the Service, it is my 
humble opinion that we could keep the Army filled with 
much better men, and single men. I have fifteen men 
in my company who are worse than useless to this or- 
ganization. No doubt every company could spare the 
services of ten or fifteen men, especially those who have 
committed matrimony. No doubt if this elimination 


process were put through we would have a better Army, 
a less expensive Army and an Army in keeping with the 
wishes of Congress. This would be a master stroke of 
efficiency and would raise the standard of the Army very 
much. 

First SERGEANT, OLD MopEL. 
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RETIREMENT AS WARRANT OFFICER. 

“During the next few years,” writes “An Old-Timer,” 
“a number of non-commissioned officers who held com- 
missions during the war will be retired. I am certain 
that I express the feelings and sentiment of all when I 
say it would be just and right to retire all of them as 
warrant officers. Many of us took the examination last 
July for permanent appointment, and a number failed; 
some for lack of education; some for physical disquali- 
fication and others not qualified on account of age. Al- 
most all of these old non-commissioned officers are mar- 
ried men, and are trying to educate children, in addi- 
tion to trying to meet high rent, fuel and other necessi- 
ties of life. The country now feels that the Congress is 
to come to the rescue of the ex-soldier; should not Con- 
gress come to the rescue of these old N.C. officers who 
were commissioned during the war? Did they make 
good? Ask any Regular Army officer who was in 
France, or who commanded any unit, staff, corps or 
department in the United States and he will say they 
made good.” 
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SounD RANGING COMPANY AUTHORIZED.

British Firing AGAINST Ex-GERMAN WARSHIP. 

Although no official report of the gunnery and bomb- 
ing experiments against the ex-German battleship Baden, 
carried out by the British Admiralty in the English 
Channel last February, have been made public, the Lon- 
don Engineer of April 22 gathers from  unofiicial 
sources some interesting data. The experiments re- 
sulted in the sinking of the Baden in shallow water, 
and the Engineer publishes a picture of her lying par- 
tially submerged, and states that the firing was per- 
formed by the monitor Lord Clive, which had been tem- 
porarily fitted out with three heavy guns on a triple 
mounting. The distance between the Baden and the 
firing ship was not great, but the guns were fired with 
reduced charges, which gave the projectiles a velocity 
equivalent to that which would remain to them at very 
long range. Attacks by torpedo-carrying airplanes were 
duly delivered, though considering the target was sta- 
tionary, the practical value of this part of the experi 
ment, points out the Engineer, cannot have been great. 
These torpedo attacks were delivered, it is stated, after 
the Baden had already been sunk by gunfire. ‘The fact 
that certain German battleships of older design, and 
less substantial protection, had endured at the battle of 
Jutland a tremendous amount of punishment, without 
being sunk or absolutely disabled, seemed to warrant the 
assumption that the Baden would survive the hammer- 
ing she received by the Lord Clive in the experiments. 
This expectation, points out the Engineer, was not ful- 
filled, and it is stated that her flotation was destroyed 
long before the prescribed number of rounds had been 
fired, either because the projectiles used against her 
were exceptionally destructive or because the armor and 
other defenses of the Baden were less robust than sur- 
mised. The main belt of the Baden’s armor is thirteen 
and three-quarter inches thick, with the same thickness 
on the conning tower, and barbette protection. Sir 
). T. d’Eyneourt, chief constructor, has stated that this 
armor, which is the thickest on the ship, failed under an 
attack which British-made plates of the same thickness 
would have resisted. The Baden has been raised for 
further experiments. 
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Cost oF AIRSHIPS VERSUS BATTLESHIPS. 

“One of the chief arguments of the advocates of the 
airplane superiority is the question of expense in build- 
ing battleships,” writes Lieut. Comdr. J. P. Norfleet, 
U.S.N., in an article entitled “Shall We Abolish the 
fattleship?’ in Aviation and Aijircraft Journal of 
April 25. “The object of this discussion is to show that, 
far from decreasing the expense of the Navy, to abandon 
our present program and go in for all air defense will 
entail much greater expense. A few examples will show 
this to be a fact. For instance, Brig. Gen. William Mit- 
chell advocates building 1,000 planes for the price of 
one battleship. Assuming the possibility of this, let us 
consider the relative after costs or upkeep of the two 
types of craft.” Lieutenant Commander Norfleet then 
shows that the initial cost of a battleship weuld be $40,- 
000,000, her crew would number 1,200, their annual pay 
$720,000, the life of such a ship would be twenty-five 
years, and the annual upkeep would cost $1,000,000. 
Sombing planes to the number of 1,000 would cost $40,- 
000,000, their crews would number 10,000, the annual 
pay $10,000,000, their life three years, and the annual 
cost of upkeep $10,000,000. He adds: “Here we see that 
our 1,000 airplanes, which will at best be obsolete or de- 
stroyed in service after three years, will have cost us 
about $100,000,000 and will require replacement at 
equal or greater cost, whereas the battleship at present 
and contemplated peacetime rates of development will be 
available for the first line for at least twenty years. 
Moreover, the planes will have cost as much as two 
battleships within three years and will be of no further 
value.” 
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TRIBUTE TO REGULAR NAVY FROM RESERVIST. 

In a letter to the Navy Department in reference to 
his honorable discharge from active service in the U.S. 
Navy, a Naval Reserve officer pays a tribute to the Regu- 
lar Service which, while not unusual, aptly characterizes 
the feeling between the Regular and the Reservist. The 
writer says: “Wherever fortune may cast my lot, I 
shall never cease to remember the square deal I re- 
eeived from the Navy Department during my past four 
years, which has made my work a pleasure. I do not 
forget that it was largely made so by the Navy Depart- 
ment’s always generous efforts towards a Reserve officer 
especially during the World War, and never will I 
cease to praise the good work accomplished by the Navy 
Department through its co-operative efforts. I can only 
wish that all Reserves may be as warmly supported and 
as ably assisted by those in the Regular Navy as I have 
been since my connection on active duty as a Reserve 
officer. I hereby desire to express my appreciation and 
thanks to the Navy Department.”

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TANK INFANTRY OF THE FUTURE. 

In an article on “Tank Infantry,” in the May issue 
of the Infantry Journal, Major Bradford G. Chynoweth, 
U.S.A., says: “The Infantry tank is a mere beginning. 
First, we must learn to ride this beast. Next, we must 
train the beast, and, above all, develop the type. In- 
fantry eyes must be torn away from visions of the past, 
to read the handwriting on the walls of the future. The 
word on the wall is—machinery! There is no conven- 
tion in war. When necessity calls, and it is likely to 
call, in a mechanical sense, at no distant date, rifles 
must become automatic and the machine gun Infantry 
must be proud to become the mechanical Infantry. Each 
arm must give increased production, having faith that 
the services of supply will continue to function.

PRESIDENT WitnHoLps Troops FROM WEST VIRGINIA.

It was stucod by the Associated Press in a 
Washington dispatch of the same date that the Cabinet 
meeting on that day was devoted to a discussion of the 
labor war in West Virginia and after the meeting was 
ended Secretary of War Weeks and Attorney General 
Daugherty had a long conference over the situation. The 
dispatch added: ‘The position of the President in regard 
to the Mingo war, while accepted, is not endorsed by the 
Secretary of War, who to-day expressed the opinion 
that the situation in West Virginia is critical and has

fimirep Dury ror RESERVE OFFICERS. 


Members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, who have ap- 
plied for permission to attend civilian training camps at 
their own expense have been informed by the War De- 
partment that as these camps are limited by funds 
nvailable and also limited in the course .of instruction 
to training of civilians to become privates, non-commis- 
stoned officers and second lieutenants of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps, it is impracticable to approve of these re- 
quests. However, an allotment of a limited amount of 
funds for the following purposes is contemplated by the 
War Department: For pay of Reserve officers on duty 
with the War‘ Department General Staff; for pay of 
Reserve officers as instructors at civilian training camps: 
for pay of Reserve officers receiving instruction at Spe- 
cial Serviee schools of the Army—who will be qualified 
to act as instructors within their units; for pay of a 
limited number of Reserve officers of each division of 
the Organized Reserves to be called for a fifteen-day 
period of information and instruction in the mission of 
the three components of the Army of the United States 
and the plan and procedure of organization and admin- 
istration: of units of the Organized Reserves, Unless the 
amount of funds appropriated exceeds what it now ap- 
pears may be expected, there will be little if any remain- 
ing after the above allotments are made. The War De- 
partment will not, therefore, in general be able to pro- 
vide a short training period for other officers 
either in camps or otherwise. 
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Rte-esTaBLisHing RATIOS OF ENLISTED MEN, 

‘The Secretary of War directed on May 19 that the fol- 
lowing interpretation of Sec. 4b, act of June 4, 1920, in 
connection with House J. Res. No. 440, be published to 
the Service: The National Defense act as amended is 
the basic law with regard to the Military Establishment 
in the United States. Unless specifically modified by 
subsequent legislation, each of the provisions must be 
regarded as enduring. House J. Res. No. 440 is specifie 
as to its purpose, which is to cause the suspension of 
reeruiting for the Regular Army until the latter shall 
have been reduced to a strength of 175,000. It does not 
purport to effect any change whatever in the basic law. 
I’'rom the standpoint of legal interpretation of the act 
and of the resolution, the purpose and intent of the law 
will have been complied with wien the Regular Army 
shall have undergone the change .specified in the resolu- 
tion. Accordingly, the Seeretary of War has decided 
that Tlouse J. Res. No. 440 will be construed as a tem- 
porary measure affecting recruiting and not im any sense 
mendment of the act of June 4. 1920. However,

Navy Crvit ENGuNEERS, EXAMINATION CLOSING DaTE. 

The Navy Department has announced that the closing 
date for the receipt of applications for the examination 
for appointment to the Corps of Ciyil Engineers with 
rank of lieutenant (j.g.) has been pentresen from May 
16 to June 11. Candidates must between the ages 
of twenty-two and thirty years on Aug. 1, 1921; must 
have received a degree in engineering from a or 
university of recognized standing; must have not 
less than twenty months’ practical, professional experi- 
ence since graduation, and must be of good moral r- 
acter and repute. The pay and allowances at entrance 
are approximately $3,200 per annum with increases in 
rank and pay depending upon promotions and length 
of service. Candidates are not assembled for the pre- 





liminary examination, but are mark directly upon 
their application papers. The physical and written ex- 
aminations will probably be conducted at New York, 


N.Y., Chicago, UL, and’ San Francisco, Calif., depend- 
ing upon the number of applications from each section 
of the country.

PUBLICATION OF THE “SLACKER” Lista. 

Since the War Department -began the publication of 
the so-called “slacker lists’’ on May 5 there has been a 
marked tendency of the daily papers to criticize the War 
Department for what are styled its “errors” in names a 
pearing in the lists. Secretary of War Weeks v pre 4 
expressed the opinion that the lists of recorded @ 
evaders should be published in fairness to the men whose 
names erroneously appear. The lists as issued specia 
state that the men named thereon are carried as 
evaders only according to the records of the War De- 
partment. Mr. Weeks added that the lists have been 
checked three times by The Adjutant General's 
and then referred back to the local draft borrds. “It 
would be too bad,” he said, “if the descendants of men 
who served honorably in the World War should fifty or 
one hundred years from now, look up the records of 
their forbears in the War Department and find them 
listed as draft evaders. Publication gives every man a 
chance tc clear up his record.” Many errors have been ac- 
counted for by similarities in names, or identical names, 
and in other cases those listed failed to notify their 
draft boards that they had eylisted or volunteered for 
service, so that their names remained among those who 
failed to report. 
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Errorrs 10 Fit. West Pornt VACANCIES. 

Two hund:ed and seventy-three candidates for ap- 
pointment to the U.S. Military Academy at West Point 
are entitled to admission. Of these . ninety-eight are 
from the Regular Army and the National Guard, the 
largest number admitted from these two sources in any 
one year, and these young men won their appoiitments 
in a nation-wide competitive examination restricted to 
enlisted men of these Services. The effect of the amend- 
ment of the Wadsworth bill restricting the admission of 
qualified alternates te the states, as noted in our issue 
of May 14, page 1007, will be that only fourteen of the 
available alternates will. be debarred should the bill> be- 
come law. ‘There are 121 vacancies at the U.S. Military 
Academy for which no candidates qualified inthe March 
examination. As it is considered too late-to ‘hold an- 
other entrance examination this year candidates who can 
qualify mentally by high school or college certificate are 
being appointed to enter the class to be admitted in July. 
Although every effort is being made to fill the vacan- 
cies, it appears that there are some members ; 1 
who have no applicants, judging from the large 
of vacancies still remaining for which no candidates 
have been recommended, 
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U.S.M.C. Ovrricers’ TrRarnine ScHOOL. 

Adhering to its policy of rewarding meritorious mem- 
bers of its enlisted personnel with commissions the U.S. 
Marine Corps will open an officers’ training school in 
or near Washington this summer to fill over a hundred 
vacancies in ihe commissioned personnel of the corps. 
The order recently issued by the Major General Com- 
mandant sp-cifes that no non-commissioned officer will 
be considered for such advancement who shall have had 
less than one year’s service in the Army, Navy or Me- 
rine Corps, of which not less than six months have 
been in the Marine Corps. Only men between the ages. 
of twenty-one and twenty-seven years will be considered. 





Marine Corrs COMMISSIONED VACANCTES. ‘ 
There are approximately 150 vacancies in the gra 
of second lieutenant in the Marine Corps which aust 
be filled by July 1, under the law. Commissions will be 
extended first to graduates of the U.S. Naval Academy. 
then to meritorious non-commissioned officers of the Ma- 
rine Corps recommended for commission by their com- 
manding officers, and then to candidates from civil life. 
The age limit is twenty-one to twenty-seven years. Train- 
ing schools are pow providing facilities for the pon-com- 
missioned officers who desire to become candidates for 

commission, 
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DISBANDING EpUCATIONAL CENTER SQUADS, 

The War Department has directed that tours of Re- 
cruit Educational Center squads on the Radcliffe Chau- 
tauqua circuits shall be discontinued, effeetive when the 
present use of the squads is no longer of value in ad- 
vertising the civilian military training camps. This dis- 
banding will be effected without cost to the government. 
When enlisted men of the squads can be assigned advan- 
tageously to nearby stations and without violating the 
conditions under which these men have been enlisted for 
ecial assignment this action will be taken.

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RECENT DEATHS. 
GEN. FRANCIS VINTON GREENE. 

Major Gen. Francis Vinton Greene, U.S.V., formerly 
U.S.A., and N.Y.N.G., an officer of distinguished ser- 
vice both in military and in civil life, died at his home, 
62 East 77th street, New York city, May 15, 1921 
He was born in Providence, R.I., June 27, 1850, and 
came from old American ancestry, one of his ancestors 
being Gen. Nathaniel Greene, the Revolutionary hero 
He was the son of Major Gen. George S. Greene, U.8.V., 





who was graduated No. 2 in his class, U.S.M.A., 
1823, and who was long known as the oldest living 
graduate of West Point, dying Jan. 28, 1899, in his 
ninety-eighth year. Gen. Francis Vinton Greene for 


a time during the Civil War was with his father in the 
Army. He entered Burlington College in 1864, and was 
appointed to the U.S.M.A. in 1866, on the personal re 
ommendation of Gen. U. S. Grant. He was graduated 
No. 1 in the class of 1870, and assigned to the 4th Ar 
tillery. In the mountains of North Carolina he ren 
dered efficient service against the Ku Klux Klan. He 
was transferred to the Engineers in 1872. Among sub 
sequent duties he was appointed assistant astronome: 
on the boundary survey of the 49th Parallel of J s\itude 
He was on duty in the office of Secretary of War Cam 
eron during the last year of President Grant’s admin 
istration, which brought him into close relations with 
the latter and also with Generals Sherman and Sheri 
dan, and other notable men. 

General Greene was on speciai duty under the State 
Department as military attaché to the U.S. Legation at 
St. Petersburg, Russia, 1877-78. During the war be- 
tween Russia and Turkey he was with the headquarters 
of the Russian army, attached to the staff of Grand 
Duke Nicholas, and was present «( the battles of Shipka 
Pass, Plevna, Passage of the balkans and Combat at 
Taskosen. He was at the action of Sophia and at the 
battle of Philippopolis. For bravery in the battle of 
Shipka Pass General Greene received the order of St. 
Anne and for Philippopolis the Order of St. Viadimir. 
The King of Rumania conferred upon him the Cross of 
Carolus I and the Rumanian Medal. His report of the 
war to General Sherman was considered a masterpiece 
of military description, and attracted widespread at- 
tention. When the victorious Russian army reached the 
gates of Constantinople General Greene, it is said, was 
the first to enter the city. Among other duties he was 
at the U.S. Military Academy during 1885-86 as assistant 
instructor of practical military engineering and was in 
command of the engineer company. 

General Greene resigned from the Army Dec. 31, 1886, 
and in 1890 was appointed major and engineer officer on 
the staff of Brig. Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, commanding 
ist Brigade, N.Y.Ni., and proved an invaluable officer 
to him. He was elects! colonel of the Tist Infantry, 
N.Y.N.G., in 1892, and from a poor organization de 
veloped the command into one of the best regiments in 
the state. He looked after the welfare of the enlisted 
men particularly, was largely instrumental in securing 
a new armory, apd would permit no cliques among offi- 
eers. In running the 71st os a National Guard regi- 
ment, he took a leaf from the methods of Colonel Apple- 
ton, of the 7th, and also procured from the latter a regi- 
mental sergeant major (William G. Bates), who was 
later appointed adjutant, and several other officers. He 
was colonel of the 7ist when it took part in the Buffalo 
riots, and when it was mustered into the United States 
service in the war with Spain. While in command of 
the regiment at Lakeland, Fla., previous to its service 
in Cuba, he accepted appointment as brigadier general, 
U.8.V., May 28, 1898, to the sincere regret of the 71st 
at losing him. General Greene selected Capt. William 
G. Bates, of the regiment, as his adjutant, and was 
laced in command of the 2d Brigade of the Philippine 

xpeditionary Force under Gen. Wesley Merritt, and 
took part in the capture of Manila. He was appointed 
major general, U.S.V., in August, 1898, and resigned 
Feb. 28, 1899. General Greene thereafter was connected 
with a number of prominent business enterprises, which 
included several power companies at Buffalo, until fail- 
ing health compelled his retirement from business a few 
years ago. He was appointed Police Commissioner of 
New York city in 1902, and his administration was a 
record breaker in eliminating grafters, removing ineffi- 
cient officers and men, and working reforms for the bet 
terment of the force. He completely reorganized it, and 
brought the force to a state of discipline it had never 
known before. Ile aimed only for efficiency and worked 
without fear or favor to secure it. General Greene, 
among other activities, was chairman of the Committee 
of Canals appointed by then Governor Roosevelt of 
New York. 

The present Cross of Honor of the N.Y.N.G. was sus 
pended by a ribbon from the neck upon the recommenda 
tion of General Greene, who while colonel of the Tist 
was president of the board which adopted the design. 
General Greene was the author of “The Russian Army 
and its Campaigns in Turkey,” 1879; “Army Life in 
Russia,” 1880; “The Mississippi,” 1882; “The United 
States Army,” 1901; “Lincoln’s Commander-in-Chief,” 
1909; “History of the U.S. Army,” 1910: “The Revo- 
lutionary War and the Military Policy of the United 
States,” 1911; “The Present Military Situation in the 
United States,” 1915; “Why Europe is at War.” 1915: 
“Our First Year in the Great War,” 1918: “The Chan. 
nel Tunnel and the Economic Aid to France,” 1918. 

General Greene was married in 1879 at Washington 
to Miss Belle Chevallie, who survives him with five chil- 
dren; one son, Warwick, who was Director of the War 
Relief, Commissioner of the Rockefeller Foundation at 
Berne, Switzerland, until 1917, and later a lieutenant 
colonel in the American Air Service; and four daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Russell W. Bryant, of Buffalo; Mrs. Charles 
A. Lindley, of New York city; Mrs. George Potter, of 
Buffalo, and Miss Katherine Greene, of New York city. 
General Greene was a member of the University Club 
Century Association, Military Order of Foreign Wars 
and the 7ist Regiment Veterans. 

Funeral services over the remains of General Greene 
were held in Grace Church, New York city, on May 18 
the Rev. Dr. Charles L. Slattery officiating. Co. D, 7ist 
Inf., N.Y.N.G., acted as a guard of honor with mounted 
police and squads of patrolmen, Col. J. H. Wells, com- 
manding the Tist, and a number of officers and veterans 
of the command attended. Others present included 
Major Gen. Daniel Appleton, Col. W. G. Bates, Col] R 
W. leonard, Col. A. T. Franeis and Capt. W. TI. Joyce 
The honorary pallbearers were Samuel H. Betts, Ba- 
ward [snrlingame, Major Paul Dana, John Lindley, 


Charles R. Miller, of the New York Times,. Col. Stephen 
H. Oliv, William Barclay Parsons and Dr. Beverley

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The death of Col. John Tweedale, U.S.A 
Dec. 21, 1920, in Washington, D.C., was 
nounced by the War Department this week.

31, 1862, and Jan. 1, 1863, while 
serving as a private in Troop B, 15th Pa, Cavalry 
Colonel Tweedale was first commissioned in the Regular 
Army in March, 1899, as major and assistant chief of 
the Record and Pension Office. He served there until 
April 23, 1904, when he was appointed licutenant colo- 
nel and A.A.G He was retired June 10, 1905, for age 
Colonel Tweedale was born in Pennsylvania June 10, 
1841, and held the degree of LL.B., Columbia University. 


Chaplain C. C. Pierce, U.S.A., retired, formerly head 
of the American Graves Registration Service, died at 
fours, Franee, May 16, 1921, of pneumonia. Chaplain 


Pierce was taken ill some two weeks ago while on his way 
to Italy to inspect the graves of soldiers, and in a state 
of collapse. through grief over the death of his wife on 
April 23 last, he was forced to stop off at Tours, and 
go to a hospital. He was accompanied by his daughter, 
Mrs. DeWitt (©. Jones, who has made arrangements 
to have the bodies of ber father and mother brought to 
the United States for burial. Chaplain Pierce was born 
in New Jersey Feb. 6, 1858, and entered the Regular 
Army as a chaplain, 9th Cavalry, Dec. 12, 1882. He 
was retired for disability in the line of duty May 9%, 
1908. During the World War he was appointed a tem 
porary colonel in the Q.M. Corps and was assigned to 
active duty as Chief of the Graves Registration Service. 
From 1917 to the fall of 1920 Chaplain Pierce was in 
France engaged in classifying the graves of American 
soldiers. During that time Mrs. Pierce lived in Ridley 
Park, Philadelphia. She worshiped at St. Matthew's 
Protestant Episcopal Chureh, where a rector’s pew had 
been set aside for the family. Chaplain Pierce had ben 
made rector emeritus of the church in which he had 
served as rector for a number of years after being placed 
on the retired list of the Army. He returned from 
France the latter part of 1920, and then with Mrs. 
Pierce returned to France again in March, 1921. Dur- 
ing his active service in the Army Chaplain Pierce served 
at various posts in the West, in the Philippines, in 
China, Cuba and elsewhere. He was the only chaplain 
with Dewey at Manila. While stationed there Colonel 
Pierce established the first Episcopal church on the 
island and founded the first Philippine church, translat- 
ing the ritual of the Episcopal Church into the native 
language. He remained in the Philippines for two years 
and received ‘'¢ highest commendation of the War De- 
partment and the greatest honor the Church may extend 
in the election by the House of Bishops to the office of 
the Bishop of the Philippines; but owing to ill health 
he was unable to consider the election and afterward 
Bishop Brent was elected. His work abroad during the 
World War in connection with burial and identification 
of the dead was strenuous and difficult. It was per- 
formed with thoroughness and reverence and all the 
camaraderie of men who have faced death together. His 
staff comprised 10,000 with headquarters at Tours. All 
of the known dead were recorded and nincty-seven per 
cent. were identified. The work which embraced admin- 
istration, acquisition of cemeteries, maintenance of ceme- 
teries, inspection, registration of graves, personnel, 
photography, draughting and identification was designed 
and directed by Chaplain Pierce. He was awarded the 
D.S.M. for efficient services in the World War and held 
the degrees of Ph. B., Illinois Wesleyan University; 
A.B. and B.D.. Shurtleff College, and D.D., St. John’s 
College, Md. Chaplain Pieree was a mostly highly es- 
teemed clergyman and his sad death will be mourned 
by many.

During her entire life at West Point Mrs. Till- 
man took a prominent part in all the worthy activities 
of the post, especially those of an intellectual character. 
She made many lasting friends among the civil popula- 
tion of the region, as well as among the officers and 
cadets of the post. In 1904 Mrs. Tillman was stricken 
with a severe and intractable form of rheumatism, which 
caused her great suffering for the rest of her life, and 
from the very beginning greatly restricted her physical 
activities and eventually reduced her to physical helpless- 
ness, However, she retained to the very end her re- 
markable mental activity and her keen interest in all 
important questions of the day. She bore the many years 
of suffering with such philosophical calmness that few 
were aware of what she endured. “The mystery or pur- 
pose of the agonies with which she was afflicted,” writes 
a correspondent, “is beyond the ken of those who knew 
her life or witnessed her heroisms, both of which were 
surely deserving of naught but tenderness, admiration 
and love—

*Twixt doubt of Heaven and deep disgust of earth: 
When all worth knowing ne'er can be known 

And all that can be known, alas! is nothing worth.”

CHANGES IN ARMY UNIFORM REGULATIONS. 
Recent changes in Army uniform regulations embrace 


the following: 

For the new sections organized in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps having no corresponding branch in the Army, the 
collar insignia will be the coat of arms of the United 
States within a ring, the same as worn by unassigned 
officers of the National Army in the World War. 

The wound and service chevrons will be worn only on 
the woolen service coat. It is eliminated from all cot- 
ton goods because of the impossibility of satisfactory 
washing. It is taken off the uniform overcoat because 
of the difficulty in superimposing it upon the rank mark 
of officers, and also because it is contrary to custom to 
wear anything approximating a decoration upon the 
overcoas. 

Reserve officers on active duty and officers of the Na 
tional Guard in field service will wear the letters in 
bronze “U.S.” on the collar without any superimposing 
letters, excepting “when on duty for the purpose of re- 
ceiving training or instruction.” 

Hereafter officers of Coast Artillery batteries making 
high seores in target practice will wear the “badge for 
excellence in target practice.’ Heretofore only enlisted 
men were allowed to wear this badge. 

The regular officers’ saber is to be worn on duty 
under arms by all officers, except in the field. In the 
tield Cavalry officers will carry the regular service saber ; 
other officers no saber. When mounted the saber will 
always be carried in the saber carrier on the near side 
of the saddle. 

Officers on court-martial duty will not wear side arms 

Officers of all grades will hereafter be issued -saddles 
and when on duty only two models will be authorized 
the 1917 mode! and the French officers’ field saddle. 

Hereafter olive drab cuffs may be worn with the ser 
vice uniform until retreat. Heretofore the Regulations 
permitted wearing only white cuffs. 

Attention is called to the fact that chains on spur 
straps are not permitted, neither is the leather protective 
piece over the instep. The Regulations provide that 
“spur straps are to consist of an upper and a lower 
strap only, each to be of russet leather.” 

A change in the World War divisional and corps in- 
signia which is worn on the breast as a badge has been 
authorized. The size of the badge has been increased 
from one-half inch to three-quarters inch, due to the 
difficulties encountered in manufacturing the smaller 
size. 

Q.M.C. TO CELEBRATE 146TH ANNIVERSARY. 

To commemorate the 146th anniversary of the or 
ganization of the Military Stores Department of the 
Continental Army, which the Quartermaster Corps of 
the U.S. Army succeeded in the Service, a “long-dis- 
tance” dinner will be given by officers and men of the 
Q.M.C. on June 16 wherever they are stationed. Quar- 
termasters will gather on three continents and in all 
our insular possessions and sit down with captains of 
industry and business men who supplied the Army dur- 
ing the war and with quartermasters of the Reserve and 
National Guard. Tables will be set from Coblenz to 
China, and from Panama to Alaska, for this ceremony, 
said to be the first ever held by any branch of the Ser- 
vice to celebrate its birth. For the Washington dinner 
at the New Willard Hotel, President Harding will be 
the guest of honor, with Secretary of War Weeks, Gen- 
eral Pershing, and other distinguished men. The New 
York dinner will be at the Hotel Astor, apd Chicago will 
duplicate it at the Hotel LaSalle. Some 300 guests are 
enrolled for the Philadelphia dinner, and there will be 
gatherings at San Francisco, Denver, New Orleans, San 
Antonio, Baltimore, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Atlanta, and 
other centers, as well as in Germany, France, the Canal 
Zone, Hawaii, Alaska and the Philippines. At all the 
camps and posts there will be dinners as well. In 
camps where there are twenty-five or more enlisted men 
of the Quartermaster Corps there will be other celebra- 
tions of similar kind, for it is the intention to make the 
enlisted men of the corps feel that they are quite as 
much concerned with the success of the supply depart- 
ment of the Army as the officers. 

Interesting souvenirs have been prepared for the din- 
ner, including a handsome program containing portraits 
of all the Quartermasters General of the Army from its 
first incumbent down to Major Gen. H. L. Rogers, Quar- 
termaster General since 1918.

ARMY ITEMS. 
Army Clothing Purchases Reduced. 


In further line with the general policy of rigid econ- 
omy laid down by Congress, the War Department has 
eliminated all unnecessary purchase of clothing for the 
Army, and will hereafter alter sizes of garments bought 
for war-time use, and still on hand. 

Transfer of Inspector General's Office at Hoboken. 

The office of the Inspector General under the juris- 
diction of the commanding officer at Port of Embarka- 
tion, Hoboken, N.J., has been ordered transferred im- 
mediately to the jurisdiction of the commanding general 
of the New York General Intermediate Depot. Major 
Ellery Farmer, Inspector General, and one field clerk, 
are transferred to New York, and the other personne! 
at Hoboken have reported to The Adjutant General of 
the Army for assignment. 

Memorial Day Poster for Army. 

Capt. FE. H. Sleeper, Q.M. Corps, U.S.A., has designed 
the Memorial Day poster which will be shown on all! 
bulletin boards at camps, posts and stations of the Army. 
It is a strikingly appropriate composition showing a sol- 
dier laying a wreath on the grave of a comrade and de- 
noting his attention arrested by a vision of a platoon 
rushing into battle, as in a bayonet charge. The poster 
was produced for the Morale Branch of the General 
Staff. 


Moving 1st Corps Area Headquarters. 

Under the recent order of the War Department the 
transfer of the headquarters offices of the Ist Corps Area 
to the Army Base Administration Building at South Bos- 
ton was begun on May 14-with the removal of the radio- 
dynamics office equipment to the new location. Col. 
Hugh J. Gallagher, depot quartermaster, is moving the 
offices of his department from the Army Base Adminis- 
tration Building to quarters in an adjacent storehouse, a 
part of which also will be used for Corps Headquarters 
purposes. The Army lease of the premises at 99 Chaun- 
cey street expires June 1 and it is planned to have the 
new headquarters well established before that date. 


Benning and Humphreys Permanent Posts. 

The Infantry School at Camp Benni: Ga., has by 
authorization of Congress become a permanent post and 
may properly be recognized as such from June 5, 1920, 
the date of the current Army Appropriation act, accord- 
ing to an approved opinion of the J.A.G. of the Army. 
Camp A. A. Humphreys, Va., is also considered an au- 
thorized permanent post from and after the passage of 
the joint resolution of Oct. 14, 1919. 

Care of Animals Booklet Being Prepored. 

There is being prepared by the Cavalry Boaré a book 
let on the Care of Animals which will be issued te the 
Service when completed. This compilation is said to be 
something entirely different from any heretofore pre- 
pared for use of Service men having the responsibility of 
earing for horses and mules in the Army All of the 
various subdivisions of the general subject are treated, 
and it is expected the booklet will be completed within a 
month or two. The chapters on harness and harness fit- 
ting, and on the subject of packs and packing are still 
unfinished. 

Hay Nets to be Issued to Cavalry. 

Che Cavalry Beard, Fort Sill, Okla., has recommended 
that hay nets be issued to the Cavalry at the rate of one 
for each set of riding equipment, and one for each draft 
or pack animal, in each case when necessary and ordered 
by the commanding officer. Following out the recom 
mendation of the Cavalry Board it has been decided that 
hay nets for the Cavalry service will be included in War 
Department Cireular No. 134, 1920, when it is revised

Optical Plotting Board Being Developed. 

The Coast Artillery Board is experimenting with ar 
optical plotting board, manufactured by the Ordnance 
Department, which substitutes beams of light for the 
long, cumbersome metal arms of the device now in use. 
It is believed the light rays as a substitution on the 
plotting board for the metal arms are a distinct ad 
vantage, for their use will greatly facilitate moving the 
board from place to place as necessity demands 





Experiments with Flares. 

The Coast Artillery Board, in co-operation with the 
Air Service of Langley Field, Va., has been conducting 
successful experiments at Fort Monroe in dropping 
flares at night both from balloons and airplanes behind 
distant targets resembling ships at sea, thus affording 
illumination for directing the fire of large coast defense 
guns. Need for certain improvements was revealed and 
these are now being made both in the flares themselves, 
and the manner of carrying and releasing them from 
balloons and airplanes. This method of illuminating tar- 
gets on the water creates a new field for the use of flares. 
Coast Artillery officers consider its practical develop- 
ment will operate with decided advantage over employ 
ment of ordinary searchlights for the purpose, which 
are only useful for comparatively short distances, largely 
dependent upon the condition of the weather. Aircraft 
can be sent out with these illuminating devices as far 
as the longest range guns will carry, and the results so 
far obtained in these preliminary experiments lend en- 
thusiastic encouragement to further development of the 
scheme. 

Motor Carriage for 105-mm. Field Howitzer. 

The Holt Manufacturing Co. at Stockton, Calif., has 
recently completed for the Ordnance Department a new 
experimental motor carriage of the caterpillar type. 
The howitzer aud mount for this carriage were shipped 
to the company so that a preliminary proof and road 
test could be made at Stockton before shipment of the 


matériel East.

Colonel Bache, the port 
commander, ordered the burning craft towed out in the 
river, where the flames were controlled. Captain Ber- 
nard, marine superintendent at Hoboken, was active in 
having his Q.M. tugs perform this dangerous duty suc:

In Army circles it has been pointed out 
with considerable pride that out of more than 8,000 offi- 
cers of the old Regular Army less than 150 were classi- 
fied as inefficient and not of value to the Service. The 
earrying of the block of officers who have filed suits or 
appeals as though in an active status will also, it is 
pointed out, avoid any danger of the War Department 
inviting action for contempt of court for ordering pro- 
motions while the civil suits are pending, and at the 
same time it will overcome the possible impoverishment 
of these officers while waiting for their cases to be finally 
decided. Secretary Weeks has made a personal study of 
many of the cases of B classification and is evidently 
satisfied that the law has been observed to the letter, as 
evidenced in his order to carry the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Columbia up to the high-

Iistrict commandants are charged with the local de- 
fenves for the coast of the ‘United States, and their re- 
organization in peace time may well be left to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. The policy of the Navy Department 
ix to relieve a high ranking officer Holding a separate 
command in a naval district wherever practicable, as 
shown by the assignment of Rear Admiral Albert Gleaves 
to the command of the Ist Naval District and the Bos- 
ton Navy Yard, which have been separate commands.

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NATIONAL GuARD'’s STRIKING PROGRESS. 

Officers and men of the National Guard may well feel 
proud of the striking progress made by their organiza- 
tion in the twelve months ending on May 1. On May 1, 
1920, the enlisted strength of the National Guard was 
45,272, or twenty-five pér cent. of the authorized en- 
listed strength of 178,920. On May 1 of this year the 
recognized strength of the force was 92,421, which was 
not only a 100 per cent. gain over last May’s total, but 
a gain in pereentage of authorized strength, for on an 
authorized strength of 210,500 on May 1 last the Na- 
tional Guard was forty-four per ‘Cent, of that strength. 
The gain of 47,149 in recognized strength exceeded the 
increase in the authorized strength by 15,569. Another 
marked feature of this. nation-wide progress of the Na- 
tional Guard is the imerease in the number of states 
having recognized units. On May 1, 1920, there were 
thirty-six states with recognized units and on May 1 
last this number had increased to forty-four, units in 
the District of Columbia, Porto Rico and Hawaii being 
additional in each instance. On May 1 of this year 
only Nevada, New Hampshire, South Dakota and West 
Virginia were without recognized units, while @ year 
ago on that date such states also included Massacha- 
setts. Nebraska, Illinois, Arkansas, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Delaware, New Mexico, North Dakota, Louisiana and 
Montana. Of these states now appearing in the list 
with recognized units Massachusetts has the greatest 
gain with a recognized strength of 6,062 divided among 
eight-five units, and Montana the smallest gain with a 
recognized strength of sixty in one unit. New York 
state still leads in recognized strength with 13,386 and 
with 179 units. Pennsylvania takes second place with 
a recognized strength of 8,235 and 110 units, and Massa- 
ehusetts third place with. 6,062 recognized strength and 
eighty-five units. Again Pennsylvania leads in numeri- 
eal gain&, the increase in the twelvemonth being 7,987. 
New York made a gain of 6,796. In view of the extraor- 
dinary amount of anti-militarist propaganda printed in 
the last year and the continuance of “war fatigue” among 
the people of the country these gains made by the Na- 
tional Guard speak very highly of the initiative of its 
officers, their efforts at recruiting and of the loyalty and 
interest of the men.

ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 
Senate Committce Votes 170,000 Men, 

Senator Wadsworth as chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs reported the Army Appropti- 
ation bill (E.R, 5010) to the Senate on May 18 carry 
ing provision for an Army of 170,000 men and with var!- 
oug amendments and providing for gn increase of $15, 
189,341 over what was carried by the bill as it passed 
the Houge. In the report of the committee it was ef- 
plained that practically the entire increase was mad 
necessary to provide for an enlisted strength not to fall 
below 170,000. The Committee on Military Affairs voted 
unanimously on May 17 to report the bill carrying a 
total of approximately $335,000,000 and providing for a 
minimum strength of 170,000 enlisted men at any time 
during the fiscal year 1922. ‘The sub-committee in charge 
of the bill had reported it on the previous day to th« 
whole committee with a provision for au enlisted strength 
of 175,000 men. 

The appropriation in the bill as it comes from the 
House of $1,200,000 for vocational training was in 
creased in the measure as reported to the Senzie to $1,- 
500,000. Among other items of the bill for which the 
Senate committee recommended increases is provision of 
$168,000 for contingencies of the Army, which is the 
sum requested by the Secreiary of War; of this $118,000 
is to be used for civilian employees connected with sale 
of war supplies and war contracts. Amendment is rec- 
ommended which will permit the Secretary to sell sur 
plus material to foreign governments. The sum of $200, 
000 in the bill as p by the House for the Military 
Intelligence Division was increased to $300,000. The 
committee acceded to practically all requests of the Chief 
of Staff that clauses be eliminated setting forth in de- 
tail the expenditure of certain lump sums, or specifying 
items under a general heading for which a set amount 
should not be exceeded. It failed, however, to strike out 
the provision which directed the Secretary of War to 
reduce the Army so as to keep within the lim’: of the 
sums appropriated for the “pay and so fort! This 
makes it ma ory upon the Secretary to use «-bitrary 
means to force a reduction in personnel if the normal 
expirations and discharges do not occur in sufficient 
numbers to bring the enlisted strength of the Army down 
where no deficit will be required for pay. The amend, 
ment adopted by the House directing the Secretary of 
War to transfer to the Department of the Interior six 
serviceable light motor trucks without charge was 
stricken out. In connection with attendance of student 
engineer officers at the Engineer School an amendment 
was added which will permit fifty students to attend in 
addition to the two per cent. of commissioned officers 
authorized to attend techni professional and other 
i ns as provided for in Sec. 127a of

HEARING ON THE ARMY PILI. 
Seerctary Weeks Urged Minimum of 175,000 Men. 
The sub-committee of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs took up consideration of the Army Appro- 
priation bill (H.R. 5010) on May 13. Secretary of War 
Weeks, Major Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, and 
Brig. Gen. H. M. Lord, Chief of Finance, were present. 
The Secretary of War urged a minimum enlisted force 
of 175,000 men, showing the serious reductions of the 
organizations that would follow if the Army were re 
duced by the end of the coming fiseal year to make an 
average throughout the year of 150,000, as proposed by 
the House. Se retary Weeks said he recognized that 
Congre s has the right to determine what the genera! 
policy shall be relative to the i.ilitary forees, but hoped 
that determination will be reached after careful consid 
eration of the facts. Some considerations in the present 
bill, he thought, made it almost impossible to believe 
that a careful study was made of the situation. In com 
phance with the provisions of the Reorganization act, 
careful tables of organization were made to apply to our 
military forces. It is hard to see how the Army can 
reduced to the estimates now proposed. In his judgment, 
Mr. Weeks said, the proposition of reducing the number 
of men to the extent that is proposed in the bill will be 
so crippling that it will make the Army ineffective 
There are now approximately 230,000 men in the S« 


vice. There is no recruiting being done, and has not been 
since Congress came to that determination. That very 
day instructions were given to stop recruiting Since 
that time the forces have been reduced as rapidly as the 
law provided. We are in a state of war, Mr. Weeks 


said, and he has been advised by the legal authorities of 
the War Department that the only reason for which mer 
can be discharged is because of dependency ineurred 
since their enlistment of some member of their family. 
Since Jan. 1 there have been 2.200 applications for d 
charge. and of these 1,500 have been discharged beca 
it could be done under the provisions of the law. On!v 
about 700 have been refused discharge. At this rate. 
earried on throughout the year, there would be some 
thing like 2,000 additional discharges. The bill proposes 
a reduction of enlisted men to average a certain number 
Owing to the fact that men who are now in the Service 
whose terms of enlistment expire, are permitted to re- 
enlist and are re-enlisting. and probably wil! continue 
to re-enlist as long as industrial conditions remain as 
they are, not very many discharges may be expected 
Mr. Weeks believed the provision requiring that a cer 
tain average of enlisted strength be reached during the 
coming fiseal year is a very serious error. The House 
proposal for only 150,000 men would mean that it would 
be necessary to go down to about 126,000 men. inclnd- 
ing the Philippine Scouts, by the end of the year 
“Strong arm” methods, he said, would have to be em 
ployed to discharge that many men. Then it would be 
necessary to recruit the Army again the first of the next 
year to 150,000. It has been estimated by the War De- 
partment that it would cost $2,400,000 to get back to 
the average of 150,000. “The way it should be done,” 
he said, “is to stop discharging when we get down to 
the number decided upon. We should not be put to the 
inconvenience of discharging a large number of good 
men and be obliged to incur the expense of recruiting up 
with inexperienced men to the propaped size of the 
Army.” Chairman Wadsworth interposed that not only 
would the expense have to be incurred of securing re- 
eruits, but also the large amount of money would have 
to be expended to provide transportation, both for the 
soldiers discharged and the new ones enlisted. The Sec- 


retary continued: “I think the Army should have an 


enlisted strength of 175,000, and not go below that num- 
Difficulties of Army Reduction, 

There are certain branches, the Secretary said, which 
he thought could not be materially changed, such as thé 
Medical and Ordnance Departments, Signal Corps and 
Corps of Engineers, Heo thought it was generally ac 
Corded that the Coast Artillery could not materially 
reduced and continue to take ¢are of the property it 4% 
supposed to oversee and protect. The brunt of the redué 
tion, he believed, would fall on the Infantry, Cavalry and 
Field Artillery. On April 30 there were in these three 
services 131,000 men, in round numbers. In the Infantry 
there are 65 regiments, on April 50 of about 90,000 
men. If we had to reduce the whole Army from its pres 
ent strength of 230,000 to 126,000 it would mean that 
the Infantry would have to be reduced to about 50,000 
men, leaving not more than S800 to a regiment, many not 
available for drill purposes on account of being on de- 
tached service, so that the regiment actually would be 
reduced to about 550 men. At this rate it would only 
leave about forty men to a company. 

A large part of our field forces are in Europe or our 
outlying possessions. ‘To reduce the field forces to ap 
proximately 70,000 men, as might be required with a 
total Army of only 126,000, would leave only some 10,000 
to 20,000 men in continental United States as an actual 
fighting force. In addition to its special duties the Army 
is often called upon to preserve order and protect prop 
erty when Federal troops are asked for by state authori- 
ties. Such duties require men. The Secretary cited re 
cent instances where Federal aid was asked to preserve 
order at Galveston and in the mining region of the West 
Virginia and Kentucky mountains. ‘The governor of 
the former state, he remarked incidentally, who asked 
for Federal troops, is not in favor of developing the 
National Guard. 

“The particular point I desire to bring to your atten- 
tion,” Mr. Weeks continued, “is the fact that if our 
Army is reduced we would not have more than 20,000 
men available to answer this kind of a’ call or any other 
kind of a call. There has been a large force of men kept 
in readiness to take action in case developments in Cuba 
make it necessary. We would have to use about all the 
available men in the United States if we were to dupli- 
cate that effort. While we are not engaged in war, there 
are many other duties to perform, and we must be pre- 
pared to discharge them. I am entirely in sympathy 
with Congress in the desire to reduce expenditures in al! 
departments, and operations in the War Department al- 
ready have begun in that direction. In the first month 
we reduced the rentals that were being paid $156,000 a 
year. A very large number of men and women have 
been discharged because we did not think their services 
were necessary.” 


Estimates an Injustice to the Army. 


How the House arrived at its reduced figures for the 
Army was explained to some extent during the Senat« 
committee hearings, and Secretary Weeks made it evi- 
dent that he considered it a grave injustice to the Army. 
From what he said and other comment it appeared that 
during the preparation of the Army bill the Secretar) 
had presented to the House Committee on Appropriations 
fou plans fer readjustment of appropriations to pro- 
vide sufficient pay for the Army, which would prevent 
the necessity of reducing the Army below certain min? 
mums. “The plans, he explained, were not estimates, but 
arbitrary cuts from different branches of the Service, 
among which were, in the first plan (which would pro- 
vide for an enlisted strength of 175,000) $1,900,000 fr 1m 
the previous estimate for the Air Service, $7,500.00 
from the estimate for Quartermaster Corps regular sup 
plies, $5,075,000 and $3,000,000 from the clothing, camp 
and garrison equipage items. In his judgment it was 
better, he said, to make these sacrifices and keep the 
Army up to that strength so if could properly function 
as a peace-time force than to permit the different or- 
ganizations which received the cuts to operate as they 
should and allow the Army as a whole to fadl below the 
minimum of 175,000 men. The House Committee on Ap- 
propriations, when it presented the Army bill, accom- 
panied it with a report in which was incorporated the 
series of alternative plans the Secretary had presented 
and recommended the plan to keep the Army up to 
175.000. 

There had not been time to go into details in present- 
ng the preliminary figures, the Secretary said, and at a 
onference of the members of the House Appropriations 
Committee and the Senate Military Affairs Committee it 
had been explained that the f¢ures given were in no 
sense estimates. They presented possible sacrifices of 
efficiency that might be made rather than to reduce the 
Army as a whole below a workable figure. Chairman 
Wadsworth of the Senate sub-committee remarked that 
he had been at the conference, and that some of the pro 
nosed reductions by the Secretary of War “staggered” 
the committee. He pointed to certain items, one of whic! 
was $1,900,000 cut from the estimate for the production 

Y airplanes 

But the House tn considering the Army bill apparently 
took these figures as estimates for the needs of the, r¢ 
spective brane hes and proceeded on that basis with but 
few changes, one of which was adding $15,000 for con- 
tingent expenses of the Military Intelligence Division, 
War Department General Staff, over that suggested by 
the Secretary of War in his table; but the pay and sub 
sistence of the Army and the estimates for Regular sup 
plies were reduced and an amendment adopted which 
would make it mandatory upon the Secretary not to in- 
eur any deficit to take care of more than an average of 
150,000 enlisted men, nor for what was provided in th« 
bill for the pay of officers. This misunderstanding has 
resulted in a hardship upon the Secretary of War. for 
his proposition of making the sacrifices was accepted bx 
the House apparently under the assumption that the sac 
rifices were adequate estimates. The consideration of 
keeping the Army from falling below a strength of 175,- 
000, which the Secretary hoped to obtain for the sacri- 
fices, was wholly disregarded. 

If the situation is not corrected the Army will be suf- 
fering for want of funds in the various branches, with- 


‘out the expected compensation for a larger Army. The 


Secretary feels that this is an injustice to the Army, 
and he considers it is largely due to the publication of 
the figures which he submitted to the Committee on Ap- 
propriations as plans for keeping the strength up to 
175,000.

ARMY-NAVY AIR BOMBING PLANS. 
itiack on Warships. 





Program Arranged for 


At a joint conference of Army and Navy officers held 
in Washington on May 18 the final plans were agreed on 
for the airbombing of the former German warships and 
the old U.S. battleship Iowa. According to an announce- 
inent made on that date the tests will be conducted in 
the following order. 

June 21, bombing the submarine U-117; June 28, locat- 
bombing battleship 
July 13, experiments against the destroyers; July 
1S, experiments against the cruiser Frankfurt; July 20, 
destruction of the battleship Ostfriesland. 

The Army has withdrawn its land planes from the 
problem of locating the Iowa, which will be somewhere 
between Cape Henlopen, at the mouth of the Delaware 
bay. and Cape Hatteras, between 50 and 100 miles out 
at sea, and steaming toward shore to get within shelling 
distance before discovery. In this problem the Army 
will have at its disposal seven seaplanes, furnished by 
the Navy, and four Army dirigibles. Navy airboats and 
Army dirigibles will form a scouting line between the 
two capes and will scout to the eastward until the Iowa 
is located. Surface vessels will be ready for rescue work 
in case of aircraft accidents. All the former German 
vessels will be located in advance, with rescue ships sta- 
tioned at intervals about ten miles from shore base and 
the target. 

The Army urged that the experiments against the for- 
mer German craft be conducted thirty miles off shore. 
‘he Navy declined because of the slope of the Atlantic 
coast, and it was decided to hold the tests sixty miles 
east of Cape Charles lightship, where there is sufficient 
vater (sixty fathoms) to remove danger to navigation 
from the sunken hulks of the former German vessels.

Army has accepted seven 
seaplanes from the Navy for its operations offshore 
against the U.S.S. Iowa, and that the Navy accepted the 
Army’s invitation to participate in the bombing of the 
U.S.8. Alabama, which has been turned over to the 
Army for its special experiments.

MATERIAL SIDE OF AIR BOMBING. 

The projected bombing of the former German war 
ship Ostfriesland and the search problem on the U.S.S 
Ohio and the Army’s bombing of the U.S.S. Alabama 
should be considered almost wholly in the light of ex- 
periment on material, for practically no operating or 
tactical deductions can be made, in the opinion of a 
high ranking Navy officer. Discussing the tests, he 
pointed out that almost the entire energy of Army and 
Navy aviation is being put into three months’ prepara- 
tion of their operating air forces on the Atlantic coast 
with all the material, machines, bombs, etc., in order to 
bomb one defense less battleship, adding: “Had the de- 
fense been allowed development in the. same manner a 
different result would be a natural consequence. For 
example, had the Navy been allowed to equip the vessel 
with every defensive device within its resources for 
three months, and aviation then permitted to bomb, the 
vessel would be in no danger. This is a broad state 
ment, but there are several paraliels to the case. Fo: 
instance, if the Atlantic Fleet, Destroyer Force were 
given three months in which to prepare to conduct a 
torpedo attack upon a defenseless battleship, the force 
would make that vessel disappear immediately the con 
centrated blow of their torpedo flights hit the ship 
Similarly, if the Atlantic Fleet were allotted thre: 
months’ preparation to conduct a target practice on 4a 
defenseless ship, and fired at this vessel together, she 
would be pulverized in a few minutes under the weight 
of the blows. In the same manner, if the Mine Force 
were allowed to prepare a concentrated mine field, and 
the ship were steamed through it, she would sink quicker 
than under the impact of a “shower of aircraft bombs. 

“As I envisage it, this problem has heen initiated and 
presented with the view to giving the aviation arm of 
the Services needed publicity. It is extremely important, 
however, that the public be not misled by spreading 
broadcast the conviction that these bombing experiments 
are of paramount importance. The results will have 
little application to the national defense, whether the 
ship is hit or is not hit, or whether she is sunk or not 
sunk. The designers of battleships and of bombs have 
something to learn from it, however, both for improved 
horizontal armor protection and for improvement of 
bombs. Now, the Army has more to learn the the Navy, 
for Navy aircraft and bombers are accustomed to sear h 
for vessels at sea and are engaged in such exercises with 
the fleet in frequent maneuvers. They are trained to 
bomb over the water. The Army aviators, I am in- 
formed, already in their training for the joint experi- 
ment in which former German craft will be used, have 
learned that spec ial training over water is necessary in 
order to make for efficient bombing or floating craft. 
Moreover, were the experiments with destroyers, battle- 
ships and mine forces arranged as I have suggested, and 
if such experiments were presented to the public in a 
misleading way, the result would be a furor of condemna- 
tion because the people would sense .the one-sidedness of 
such experiments, and the adverse sentiment created 
would tend to injure national defense at sea. DWxtrava- 
gant claims for aircraft may have a like effect, simce less 
is known of aviation by the general public, for it is re- 
grettable that the subject of aviation and bombing has 
been presented in the press in so extravagamt a man- 
ner that the pudlic haw unquestionably drawn false con- 
clusions.”

U.S. NAVAL STATION, COCO SOLO. 

An officer of the U.S. Army, who was a recent visitor 
to the naval air station at Coco Solo and others points 
of interest sends us the following: 

The U.S. naval air station at Coco Solo, Panama Canal 


Zone, under command of Lieut. Comdr. V. D. Herbster, U.S.N., 
is a unique example of the excellent development which is 


being accomplished along defense lines in that district. From, 


& mere swamp it has been converted into one of the most 
desirable sections in the Zone, both from the standpoint of 
habitation and location. It is situated on the eastern shores of 
Limon Bay and overlooks Cristobal and the entrance to the 
Atlantic end of the canal. The station itself has excellent 
water facilities, making the launching of the large sea planes 
easy and efficient. rhe quarters and buildings are most com 
fortabiec and modern, the roads and walks beautifully kept, 
while sumerous floral displays add to the beauty of the 
grounds. Aside from its attractions, it is one of the most 
intportant fixtures in the Navy from a strategic and defensive 
point of view 

Under Commander Herbster its rapid development is stil! 


continuing. He has not overlooked either sanitation or appear 
ance, both of which are important factors. In the tropics one 
must never lose s«ght of these facts, as the spirit and efficiency 
of the personne! largely depend on them It was not so loug 
ago that President Harding and his party, while visi'ing the 
Canal Zoae, paid this station a visit and were greatly im
